A WAR UfcVENCE 


A bill has been introduced in ti> 


United -States Senate to provide rev 
tniie for carrymx on the war. It pro 
vides for thu t ixation of incomes iu ex 
cesa of $3,000 per annum and tne coii 
age of tbe silver bullion owned by th 
government. 


It ia estimated that tbe revenue pro 


Tided for iu tbe bill would be sufflcieM 
to pay tbe expenses of tbe warfornom 
time and it wkuld obviate the neoessit 
of Uftuing interest bearing bonds unit t. 
the war is prolonged indefinitely. 


This bill differs materially from tb 


House bill wuioh provides for the U 
snance of bonds. 
Tnis one is in tb. 


interest of tbe masses and the other i 
framed to benefit the gold trust, whict 
of course, will endeavor to profit b 
tbe war by purchasing United State.- 
bonds to partially compensate for th» 
losses it sustains by tbe depreciation o1 
Spanish securities. 


If bonds are to be issued to provid 


•money for carrying on the war the pn» - 
iic generally should be given an oppor 
tuulty to purchase them in amount- 
ranging from $50 upwards. Tbe bond- 
issued under Cleveland's Administra- 
tion coat the gold syndicate an average 
premium of about 4 per cent and tb> 
syndicate placed them on tbe market 
at 116 and they are now selling at 118 
and 119.

Glory " .Will Wave Triumphant. 
The swift succession.of events which 


have led np to the present crisis brings 
as face to face with .war—the fifth war 
in oar history. - Centuries , hence the 
most significant characteristic of our 
history will be that this nation never 
waged a war nnless it was waged purely 
for freedom, and freedom's triumph. 
First, for our own freedom, seven long 
years of bloodshed, and the flag of 
freedom still retains its crimson stains; 
Then, again with England, for the 
freedom, really, of American seamen; 
then for the freedom of the Texun.Re- 
public; again, for tbe ireedom of the 
slaves, end at last, no less gloriously, 
for the freedom.of u Btrnggling repub- 


lic. 
The destiny of this nation is the 


destiny of liberty.- We may wage no 
wars of co'n'qneat, seek no policy of 
territorial acquisition, seek no .policy 
of colonial dependencies, but with the 
flag flying from ocean to ocean and 
from pole to pole, we shall exercise 
that freedom of action which impels ns 
to say to cruelty, oppression "and in- 
justice you have no place in the west- 
ern hemisphere.

mark in English philology. It is a relic 
of the fusion of bason and Norman- 
French At that period many phrases of 
a bihugnal character crept into use, and 
this is one of them "Truth and honor" 
is another, truth bmng "troth," or hon- 
or, as in "by my troth." "Voice" as a 
verb is much objected to, comiug.to us 
moderns as1 it does from American 
sources—e. g., to "voice" the pnbho 
seiitiinent 
I don't like it and never 


use it, bnt it occurs in Shakespeare. 


Notoriously many so_ called Ameri- 


canisms are old English provincialisms. 
The pnriits threaten, indeed, to become 
insufferable pedants. It is now the cus- 
tom of the printer's reader—our great 
authority—to treat "none" as invari- 
ably singular, a contraction for no one. 
Bnt it is useful as a plural and is so 


d in Shakespeare—e g., "Speak 


daggers, but use none." Why may we 
not continue to say, "I spoke to no wo- 
men at the meeting because there were 
none present?"—Acadumy. 


Tetrions, the barbarian, was the first 


man to wear trousers, the two part gar- 
ment having been forced upon him by 
bis captor, Aurelian, with the intention 
of making Tetricns appear ridiculous. 
The costume, however, seems, after sev- 
eral centuries of usage, to have made *
